President’s Report. 


Fathers and Brethren : Another year, with its joys and sorrows, has passed 
by, and we are assembled, in the providence of God, in our Thirty-sixth 
Annual Convention. 

This has been a year that for destructive storms and floods on our * 
has exceeded anything in the memory of living men. It is a matter for pro- 
found thanksgiving to Almighty God that our people have suffered no great 
material losses, and we rejoice in the fact that the ranks of our ministry remain 
unbroken by the last enemy. 

We have been called upon to rejoice with Rev. and Mrs. B. F. Pugh in the 
celebration of their silver wedding. We most heartily congratulate them. 
Our sympathies have gone out to Rev. and Mrs. R. B. Wolf on account of the 
death of their youngest son, and to Dr. Ziegler on account of the serious and 
protracted illness of his faithful helpmeet, who is now happily convalescent. 

There has been an unusual amount of unrest among the pastors, many resig- 
nations and changes having taken place during the year. The reasons are at 
least partly the genera! prosperity and consequent increase in the expense of 
maintaining a pastor’s home, coupled with the fact that congregations do not 
realize the pastor’s greater need and withhold more than is meet. The scarcity 
of ministers in general cause new opportunities to be opened to poorly paid 
pastors, and, without being mercenary, they have accepted these offers as a 
matter of necessity or justice. 

Some of oyr churches have been vacant nearly or quite the entire year, and 
all efforts to have pastors called have proven fruitless. However, the year 
closes with brighter prospects. Several vacancies have recently been filled, 
and more pastors appear and indicate their willingness to take up work in our 
Synod. 

The general scarcity of ministers leads me to call the attention of the mem- 
bers of Synod to the clause in our Constitution which makes it the duty of 
every minister to seek out proper candidates for the ministry. Even in this 
sacred work of calling men to the ministry we are to be co workers with God. 

I now give you a report of my official acts, and lay before you such informa- 
tion as it seems important for you to have, together with a few reeommenda- 
tions.

RESIGNATIONS. 


Rev. E. E. Stauffer resigned as pastor of our church at Wellington, and 
closed his work there December 31st, 1902.

The congregation is known as the First English Lutheran 
Church of that city. 

November 23d, 1902, Rev. E. E. Stauffer received and accepted a call to 
become pastor of our church at Lawrence, Kan. He began his labors there 
on January Ist, 1903. 

Rev. N. W. Lilly accepted a call to become pastor of our churches at Gar- 
nett and Bush City. He began his labors there January 1st, 1903. 

January 23d, 1903, I received notice that Rev. D. H. Cramer had accepted 
a call to become pastor of our church at Eureka, Kan., and that he would 
begin his work there on January 25th, 1903. 

Rev. W. F. Poot received a call from the Minneapolis pastorate, and began 
his labors in that field on Easter Sunday, April 12th, 1903. 

Rev. J. F. Petticrew accepted a call and became pastor at Jerico, Mo., July 
Ist, 1903. 

August toth, 1903, Rev. J. J. Chambers accepted a call to become pastor 
of our church at Perth, Kan., and he is to begin his work in that field on 
November Ist, 1903.

delivered the charge to the pastor, and Rev. J. W. Ball instructed the people 


as to their duties. 

January 4th, 1903, Rev. C. N. Swihart was installed by Rev. F. D. Alt- 
man, D. D., as pastor of our church at Peabody, Kan. 

January 25th, 1903, Rev. E. E. Stauffer was installed pastor of our church 
at Lawrence, Kan. Rev. F. D. Altman, D. D., delivered the charge to the 
congregation, and Rev. H. L. Yarger, D. D., gave important instructions to 
the pastor. 
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August 16th, 1903, Rev. W. F. Poot was installed pastor of the Minneapolis 
pastorate by the President of Synod. 

DEDICATION. 

The Ottawa congregation has now for some months been worshiping in its 
new commodious church. The property was last year purchased from the 
M. E. people, who gave possession May Ist, 1903. The church was thoroughly 
repaired and refurnished at a cost of about $800.00. Dedicatory services were 
held on June 26th, 1903, by Rev. H. L. Varger, D. D., who raised subscrip- 
tions to the amount of $800.00 as a parsonage fund. | 


AD INTERIM LICENSE. ; 


At the request of three members of the Examining Committee I granted 
ad interim license to Mr. Simon Knudten until the next meeting of the Minis- 
terium. Mr. Koudten took charge of the German-English Lutheran congre- 
gation at Glasco, Kan., after completing his work in our Western Theological 
Seminary last spring. Reports indicate that he has been quite successful as 
pastor of that church. He comes to Synod bringing with him the applica- 
tion of his congregation for membership in this body, | 


APPOINTMENTS. * 


The removal from our Synod of Rev. L. S. Keyser, D. D., and Rev. P. 
Bergstresser, D. D., occasioned vacancies in the Examining Committee. | 
nominated Rev. J. Howard Stough, Ph. D., and Rev. J. A. M. Ziegler, D. D., 
to fill these vacancies. The Trustees of Synod confirmed the nominations, and 
I asked Dr. Allman, as the senior member of the committee, to act as Chair- 
man. The vacancy in the Committee on Ministerial Education was filled in a 
similar way, Rev. F. D. Altman, D. D., consenting to act until the meeting 
of Synod. 

NEW CHURCHES. 

Our congregation at Hays City, Kan., is erecting a beautiful new church 
edifice of white stone, the cost of which is now estimated at $7,000.00. The 
main audience room is in size 40 by 60 feet, with a Sunday school annex 26 
by 40 feet. The seating capacity of the main room will be 350, which can be 
increased to 600 when the Sunday school room is used. The masonry work 
is now completed, and the building under roof. The work is being pushed as 
speedily as possible. The pews and memorial windows have been ordered 
and are to be shipped soon. Pastor Wiest expects the church to be com- 
pleted and ready for dedication, at furthest, by the tst of January, 1904. 

The English Evangelical Lutheram congregation connected with the Water- 
ville pastorate has been worshiping in the church edifice which was the 
property of a Scandinavian congregation. During the year a consolidation of 
the old and new organizations has been effected. The charter name of the 
old organization was changed to that of the new, thus making the property, 
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consisting of a commodious country church building and a beautiful and neatly 
kept cemetery, a part of our possessions in the Waterville pastorate. The 
value of the property is estimated at $2,000.00. 


IMPROV EMENTS. 


While some of our churches seem quite inactive, others are anusually 
active, and more or less extensive improvements have been made during the 
year. 

Peabody, Kan. Our church at this place has built an addition, 14 feet in 
length and the width of the main building, to the east end of the church. 
The ceiling of the church has been beautifully grained, the walls re-plastered 
and finished with fresco work. The floor has been re-carpeted and the room 
is to have new lighting, a furnace has been placed in the basement, the roof has 
been re-shingled, and the lot provided with new brick sidewalks. The whole 
cost of the improvements will be about $1,500.00, which is all provided for, 
When the church will have been re-painted it will present a very neat appear- 
ance. 

Emporia, Kan. The church here has reduced its Church Extension debt 
$600.00, and the interior of the church edifice has been re-frescoed at a cost of 
$100.00. 

St. Joseph, Mo. One thousand dollars have been paid during the year on 
the church debt. A new and beautiful pipe organ has been secured and 
placed in the church and the interior re-frescoed. The cost of these improve- 
ments was about $1,500.00, all of which is provided for. Re-opening ser- 
vices were held August 16th, 1903, in charge of the pastor. 

New Cambria. The pastor's report indicates that the work is in excellent 
condition, and that a new organ has been placed in the church. 

Beloit, Kan. A new bell was placed in the tower, the woodwork of the 
church was re-painted, and the pulpit platform and aisles carpeted at an ex- 
pense of $200.00. 

PARSONAGES, 

St. John’s Lutheran congregation at Salina, Kan., has, during the year, 
erected a very beautiful and commodious parsonage on the lots adjoining the 
church. The building has ten rooms, with all the modern conveniences, and 
was erected at a cost, including lots, of $3,200.00, all of which is provided for. 

On a recent visit to Beloit, Kan., I found Pastor Nielsen living in a neat 
new parsonage with seven rooms, which his loyal people had erected for his 
comfort at an expense of $1,300.00. | 

Pastor Knudten, of Glasco, Kan., in sending in his Report on State of 
Religion, writes that his people are building a new parsonage. It is modeled 
after that so wisely planned by Pastor Nielsen, of Beloit, and will cost about 
$1,500.00, 

The pastor of the New Cambria charge reports that his people have pur- 
chased a property which is well adapted in location and conveni to be 
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the future home of the pastors who are to minister unto them in spiritual 
things. The lots are 100 by 330 feet in size, the house has six comfortable 
rooms, the place is provided with well and cistern and a large barn. The 
purchase price was $1,050.00 ; all except about $400.00 of this is provided for. 
The people of the Waterville pastorate are rejoicing in the fact that their 
for the purpose of securing a parsonage. 
VACANCIES. 


The following charges are vacant at the present time : 

Atchison, Hutchinson, Wellington, Greenleaf, Kan,; Children's Memorial, 
Kansas City, Mo.; Morrill, Vinland, Bunker Hill, and Chapman, Kan. 

Chapman has been vacant the entire year, and Wellington nearly so, and 
all efforts to have pastors placed in charge have so far failed. St. Mark’s 
congregation of Atchison has extended a call to Rev. R. W. Hufford, D. D., 
of Reading, Pa. Hutchinson has called Rev. J. Kent Rizer, of Cafion City, 
Col. Greenleaf has extended a call to Rev. B. F. Kistler, of Kansas City. 

The Children’s Memorial will be supplied under the supervision of the 
officers of Synod until such time as they may see their way clear to call a 
pastor. Chapman has extended calls to several men, and are considering 
another man now. Bunker Hill is anxious to secure the services of a pastor 
soon. 

Wellington should receive the attention of the Advisory Board of Home 
Missions and of the Western Secretary of the Home Board at an early date. 
A pastor can be placed there, but it will require direct attention. 


COMMUNION AT VACANT CHURCHES. 


Seeing that there were so many vacancies which ought to be encouraged and 
kept in touch with our work, arranged that Communion service should be held 
for them and an offering taken for benevolence at the close of the Synodical 
year. Under this plan Rev. J. N. Zimmer supplied at Manchester on Sep- 
tember 13th and at St. James’ on October 4th. Rev. J. L. Hammond, of 
Tekamah, Neb., supplied and held Communion service at the Excelsior 
Church, of the Bunker Hill charge, on September 20th, and Rev. C. F. Wiest 
held the service at the Bunker Hill Church, September 27th. Rev. B. F. 
Kistler supplied and held the service at Barnes on September 27th, and at 
Greenleaf, October 4th. Rev. F. D. Altman, D. D., held the service at the 
Children’s Memorial Church, Kansas City, on September 27th, and Rev. E. 
E. Stauffer visited the Vinland people on September 27th. All these brethren 
report a good interest in the work of blessed Communion services, and some 
caused the entire apportionment to be raised by the congregation visited. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Western Orphans’ Home. I received an official communication from the 
Synod of Northern Illinois, dated at Chicago, July 22d, and giving the facts 
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concerning the newly established Western Orphans’ Home, and asking for the 
co-operation of the Kansas Synod in the maintenance of that institution. : 

Since an answer was desired from our Synod for the meeting of the Synod 
of Northern Illinois which occurs on our dates, I thought it expedient to ap- 
point a committee on this subject with instructions to be prepared to make a 
report at the first business session of this convention, so that our action can be 
communicated to them before they adjourn. Rev. M. F. Troxell, D. D., 
Rev. H. I. Yarger, D. D., and Mr. J. H. Berlin have acceepted this 
trust. 

You are aware that the General Synod at its meeting in Baltimore started 
a movement to raise one million dollars for our higher institutions of learning. 
I received a circular from the General Synod’s Committee asking that this sub- 
ject be presented to our Synod by a committee appointed for that pur- 

October 9th, 1903, I received official notification from the First Church, 
Kansas City, that at a meeting of the Council of that church, held on October 
sth, 1903, action was taken withdrawing the protest which that church had 
filed with the officers of Synod in October, 1900, against the reception of 
‘Grace Church into this body. 

My attention has also been called to Manhattan, Kan. ; Stillwater, Okla.; and 
Rich Hill, Mo., as promising fields for our Church’s work. Marysville, Kan., 
is to my personal knowledge waiting for us to organize a General Synod Eng- 
lish Lutheran Church, and there is ample material ready to make an excellent 
beginning, besides the time is now. It may seem foolish to speak of new 
work when so many of our fields are without pastors, but the tide will turn if 
it has not already done so, and we should keep up our courage, adapt our 
selves bes the changing needs of our field, and let the motto ever be For- 
wurd. The fact is that there are now at least seven men on our list that * 
available for work in Kansas. 

During the early summer the Children’s Memorial congregation sold hele 
church property to another congregation for a consideration of $12,500.00. 
The parties purchasing placed a forfeit in the hands of the Memorial people, 
and agreed to receive the property and settle the balance of the purchase price 
on September Ist, 1903. At that time, failing to raise the funds, request was 
made for a continuation of the purchase contract for six months, which was 
granted under a forfeit sum of $250.00. If the sale is really made, the con- 
gregation expects to purchase a property which seems to be more advantage- 


eously located. 
STATE OF RELIGION. 


As to the state of religion in our churches, ‘‘ Man looketh on the 3 
appearunce, only God can see and know the real spiritual condition of the 
Church. However, we have outward evidences, and we are directed to know 
them by their fruits. The reports as given us by the pastors give no occasion 
for despondency or discouragement, for they are in the main favorable. Our 
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people still continue to rejoice in and attend public worsbip ; only where 
there is no pastor does the report indicate a diminishing attendance. A few 
pastors confess that the attendance at their churches is stationary, but as a rule 
the word used is growing. 

Special services have been held in a number of our churches, while one 
pastor reports having observed Holy Week with blessed results. A few of the 
churches report no service for prayer, but those who have prayer meetings re- 
port a good average of the membership in ed. 

Family religion might be suspected from be report to be at a low ebb. 
This is indeed unfortunate, for the home atmosphere from which the young and 
rising generation receives its most permanent impressions ought to be hal- 
lowed by prayer and the reading of God's word. Pastors ought to seek to re- 
build the altars that have been broken down. With this in view, I have con- 
sidered sending to every home in the Waterville pastorate a copy of a devo- 
tional calendar as a Christmas souvenir. There is a leaf for every day, with a 
special selection of Scripture, and an exhortation or a few stanzas of poetry. 

As to the Sunday schools, so far as the reports indicate conditions, we might 
be satisfied. But knowing the work by practical experience in it, beg to say 
that I believe the International Lesson System to be excellent but not adequate 
to our needs. Our work in the Sunday schools now does not give sufficient 
definite Biblical knowledge to the individual scholar. A course of study with 
requirements for the various departments of the school is the need of the time. 

This need not set aside but rather supplement the International Course. Only 
one of our schools reports using other than our own literature, and that one 
promises to change by the Ist of January, 1904. Our young people are being 
educated for church work, in that they are learning early to give to the 
Boards of the Church. 

With a single exception, our congregations report contributions to the 
general work of the Church, and all except four report growth in the grace 
of giving. : 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1. That a committee be appointed on Sunday Schools, and that this be 
made a Standing Committee. 

2. That a committee be appointed to present to the Synod at this meeting 
the Million Dollar Education Fund movement. 

3. My attention was called during the summer to a section of our By-Laws 
which is found in the Minutes of 1888, page 33, Section 6, and which pro- 
vides that Trustees shall have power to fill all vacancies, however occasioned, 
until the next annual session of Synod.’’ This, not appearing in the codified 
laws of Synod, has been overlooked. Dr. Yarger said in his report last year, 
in reference to filling vacancies I appointed, I should have made the same 
mistake. 

I recommend that, if this is still the wish of this Synod, it be made a matter 
of record at this meeting. 
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—— eo Advisory Board of Home Missions, and two members of 
the Committee on Ministerial Education. 

The year closes with the cheering news from the Treasurer of Synod that 
the aggregate of the contributions from our churches for benevolence exceed 
those of last year by $742.00. Let us rejoice and take courage, and, en- 
deavoring to have this mind in us which was also in Christ Jesus, deter- 
mine to press toward the mark for the prize of our high calling in Christ 
Jesus.

Report of Trustees of Midland College. 

Your Trustees both attended the meeting of the Board, which was held May 
26th and 27th, 1903, earlier than announced in the catalogue, because of the 
meeting of the General Synod, which some ot the members of the Board were 
to attend. | 

Some things were mentioned at the meeting that were matters for rejoicing, 
but the Board was confronted by the stubborn and unpleasant fact that the 
debt of the college was gradually and constantly increasing, and that it aggre- 
gated then between five and six thousand dollars. The enrollment of students 
had been slightly increased and the Oak Hall debt very materially reduced, 
but, in spite of the fact that the college had received nearly $8,000.00 during 
the year from the Board of Education, the debt was increasing. Measures were 
discussed for reducing the expenses, and it was only after much earnest discus- 
sion that it was decided to drop the office of Solicitor after October Ist, 1903, 
and thus save an annual expense of $1,400.00. 

Dr. Altman and the Trustees who were to attend the meeting of the Gen- 
eral Synod were authorized to make an appeal to that body for aid for the 
college. The success which came largely as the result of Dr. Altman's plea 
has made every friend of Midland to rejoice. The $6,500.00 given the insti- 
tution has made it possible thoroughly to repair and beautify the interior 
of Atchison Hall and to make needed improvements in Oak Hall; $1,000.00 
was wisely expended in this way. 

The plan to raise money on Midland College Day for the Endowment 
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Funds, having proven a failure, has been dropped, and we are to give the 
offerings on the Day of Prayer for Colleges to the Library Fund of the college. 

The future of our institutions at Atchison depends upon the uncompromising 
support of our churches in the West. Too many of our young people are 
now attending other institutions. Midland College merits, and it ought to 
receive, the hearty support of every pastor, as well as of every laymen in the 


Kansas Synod.

Mr. Paul H. Heisey, of Waterville, Kan., has entered the Freshman Class 
at Midland College with the ministry as his object. He asks us to aid him in 
the sum of $125.00 for this year. 

We have had considerable correspondence with those who have — 
obligations in the hands of the committee, but have not succeeded in making 
any settlements. 

The movement in the General Synod for a more thorough and careful 
supervision of the matter of Ministerial Education should receive our hearty 
endorsement and co-operation. 

We wish to call attention to two items in the General Synod Committee’ s 
Report. They say, in paragraph 4, page 85: ln our judgment all bene- 
factions of this order should be looked upon rather as loans than as charitable 
bestowments, and that at the end of a reasonable term of years of faithful ser- 
vice to the ministry of our Church the beneficiary's notes be returned and his 
financial obligations of this order canceled. 

Again, in paragraph 6, on the same page, they say: ‘‘In the judgment of 
this committee, men who receive the money of the Church and then fail to 
meet their solemn obligations to enter the ministry of the Church, and who 
turn aside to secular pursuits, should be pushed with all promptness and legal 
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force available to refund all money of the Church that has been expended in

Report of Delegates to General Synod. 


Your delegates are glad to report that after much solicitation and, on the 
part of à number, the traveling over various and circuitous routes, on account 
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of high waters and devastating floods, the majority were able to report for 
duty at the convention of the General Synod, held in Baltimore, June 3d to 
11th, 1903. 

We rejoice to say that on every side we heard it said that as a whole it was 
one of the most inspiring, pleasant, and hopeful conventions held for years. 
The reports of the various Boards indicated that the last biennium was the 
most prosperous in the history of the Church, all the Boards reporting an in- 
crease in proceeds over the previous two years. All measures presented were 
of a practical nature and looked forward to a larger growth and development 
of our beloved Zion. The representatives on our various Boards have all 
done their work well. The vigorous and enthusiastic way in which their 
work has been prosecuted has been observed and commented upon by other 
church bodies. 

We briefly call attention to a few important features of the convention : 

1. As the convention held at Des Moines has been spoken of as the Home 
Mission Synod, this one may be designated as the Educational Synod,’’ 
marked emphasis being put upon this department of the Church's work. 

A resolution was adopted which provided that a committee of five persons 
be appointed to consider the advisability and the feasibility of raising, during 
the next five years, one million dollars for the purposes of education in the 
General Synod. This committee, afier considering the various features of the 
proposition, reported that it be the judgment of the body that it is both desir- 
able and feasible to raise such a sum for educational purposes, and that a com- 
mittee be named to devise and execute plans for raising the sum named. This 
committee was appointed. Representatives of this committee are present at 
this convention, and we suggest that they be heard on this subject. 

One of the gratifying features was the telling speech made by Dr. F. D. 
Altman on behalf of Midland College, which resulted in the Sywod making 
an appropriation of $6,500.00 to Midland College, which makes it possible 
for our college to pay all floating indebtedness. 

2. It was with great interest that the Synod heard of the action of the 
Synod of Northern Illinois in the founding of the new orphanage of the 
West, and recommended to the other Synods further West to accept represen- 
tation in the Board of Directors of the new institution when requested to do so. 

3. An important resolution is the following: ‘‘ That Lutherans, changing 
their place of residence, be urgently requested to take letters of transfer to 
the Lutheran congregation nearest their new home. That in case of the re- 
moval of parishioners the pastor of the church to which the person removing 
belongs should notify the pastor of the church in the new location of such 
removal, and shall furnish the person or persons changing their residence with 
letters of introduction to the pastor nearest their new place of abode. 

4. The apportionment per capita remains the same as heretofore. 

We recommend that all pastors not only read but study carefully the late 
Minutes of the General Synod, and that the pastors send to Henry S. Boner, 
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Philadelphia, Superintendent of our Publication Society, and secure a supply 
of the Report of the Committee on the State of Religion for distribution 


among their members.

Report of Committee on Sunday Schools and Young People’s Societies. 

The report of your Committee on Sunday Schools and Young People’s 
Societies must be of necessity unsatisfactory because of the removal of two 
members of the committee. The diffidence of the remaining member of the 
committee forestalls the offering of anything but a tentative report. Your 
committee realizes the importance of the subject assigned to it, but feels insuf- 
ficiently clothed with power. Hence its work will lack definiteness and direc- 
tion at present. The committee will formulate plans and movements to 
increase the efficiency of our Sunday schools and Young People’s Societies. 
This, we apprehend, is within the province of the committee. The committee 
had inaugurated a movement to extend the usefulness of the Luther League 
into other bodies of our Church on the territory of our Synod, but this, 
unhappily, was thwarted by untoward circumstances. 

We rejoice in the growing efficiency of our Sunday school and Luther 
League literature. As far as it goes it is excellent. We would be glad if the 
Luther League Review might give more help or more practical suggestions to 
the young people as to tried and successful methods of work—methods for 


leaders, methods for officers and commitiees. They wish to work, but scarcely 


know how. 

The committee rejoices in the better adjustment of our lessons to the age of 
our Sunday school scholars. The committee desires to express the hope that 
our Sunday school editors or Publication Society might see their way clear to 
extend the graded lessons throughout the school. We could wish that pro- 
visions might be made to supply the schools that desire it the graded 
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lessons, such as the General Council supplies its schools, or on a different plan, 
as might seem most suitable. 

The committee would also like to see the Sunday school used as a help in 
home mission work. We would commend to the Synod the organization and 
conduct of Sunday schools in places where churches might eventually be 
organized. Perhaps a Sunday school organizer might profitably be placed in 
the field, such as the Sunday School Union has successfully employed for 
years. This organizer need not be an ordained minister. In fact, an enthu- 
siastic layman might answer the purpose much better than a minister. Semi. 
nary students might be profitably used during summer months in such work. 

We commend the use of the Home Department as a method that may be 
used to increase the efficiency of the Sunday school—having tried it ourselves, 
though we have not been able to test thoroughly what possibilities lie in this 
expedient. Others have used it with splendid results, but they had efficient 
officers. For it, like other methods, will not work itself, but rust be worked. 
Reve the wellare of 
their schools at heart.

We can only 
encourage them to hold on in the hope that a turn for better will soon be 


made. 
St. Joseph, Mo. Extensive improvements have been made in this church 
building, members added to the church roll, and the general interest in the 


work increased. $1,000.00 of the interest-bearing debt has been paid, a 


pipe organ placed in the auditorium, and the missionary reports encouraging 
progress along the various lines of church work. 


Sedalia, Mo, Our mission in this city has continued to suffer by removals 
from the city of its members ; but some splendid new material has been added. 
About $950.00 of the interest-bearing debt has been paid during the year, and 


steps are being taken whereby the balance of $400.00 can also be paid in the 
near future. 

Ottawa. By the purchase of the Methodist Church, our faithful band in 
Ottawa has come into possession of a large and beautiful church home. Re- 
pairs to the extent of $1,000.00 were made on the building before dedication. 
About $800.00 is subscribed toward the building of a parsonage. In general 


the work is in as good shape as can be expected. The pastor wishes to be re. 


lieved, but we trust will remain until a successor can be found. 

Minneapolis. The work in this mission is moving along nicely consider- 
ing the condition in which the missionary found it after so long a vacancy. 
The church is being improved by putting in furnace and electric lights, and is 
being painted throughout. Gryadually the members are waking up to their 
responsibility, and we believe the outlook is most hopeful. 

Hays City. This mission is in the midst of building a beautiful stone church 
structure which will cost about $7,000.00. Some new members have been 
added lately, and the promise for a large increase of members soon is bright. 

Greenleaf, Barnes, and /lutchinson are now vacant, and from them we have 
no reports, 

Bunker Hill. This mission has been vacant since June. The congregation 
in Bunker Hill is small and cannot do much, but the one at Excelsior presents an 
excellent field, and should be cultivated. It is to be hoped that work can be 
inaugurated soon in Wilson, and this point added to the Bunker Hill Mission. 

Kansas City, Kam, We are glad to report that this mission has almost 
doubled its membership during the last year, and is in a hopeful condition. 
The great destruction of property by the flood of June last has delayed the 
securing of property for the present. 

The Children’s Memorial Congregation of Kansas City, Mo., being some 
what discouraged, and without a pastor, sent a request through the Secretary 
of the Church Council to our Committee to meet with the Council and talk 
over their situation, and give them our judgment as to what they should do. 
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A meeting was held in response to this request, July 16th, 1903, and, after due 
deliberation, the committee sent its advice and suggestions to the congregation 
by its Secretary. | 

Oklahoma City, Okla. Ter. From the verbal report of the missionary and 
from the remittances for benevolence, we can believe that good work was done 
in this mission during the year. We regret that the missionary has seen fit to 
resign this work so soon. | :

Report of Committee on Literary and Theological Institutions. 

The subject of Higher Education is of pressing interest to the Church. 
We are confronted by trying conditions in the maintenance of our institutions 
of learning. The importance of the problems we have to meet cannot be 
overstated. The State, in advancing her splendid system of popular educa- 
tion into the field of higher education, naturally comes into competition with 
the educational work of the Church. It is becoming more difficult on this 
account for the Church to maintain her collegiate institutions. 

In order to offset this invasion of the time-honored sphere of the Church 
we are tempted to resort to various expedients. 

We must somehow maintain our position as leaders in the field of higher 
education or we will forfeit our right to the field. The law of the survival of 
the fittest will settle the controversy.. Our denominational schools must con- 
tinue to offer and to give a superior education. We dare not yield the palm 
even to the State, with her splendid equipment, in this our field. 

As a Church, we stand committed to the advancement of classical educa- 
tion, and we recognize no just ground for receding from this position. What- 
ever other courses we offer, we must vigorously maintain a broad, general cul- 
ture, such as is offered in the schools of liberal arts. 

Denominational colleges must be maintained for the following reasons : 

1. They furnish a curriculum of study at least the equal of that of the 
schools supported by the State's aid, and their graduates are by no means 
inferior to those of public institutions. 

2. Our Church schools alone intentionally create a superior moral and religi- 
ous atmosphere, the one essential condition for making of true men and 
‘women out of our boys and girls. 

3. We are dependent on our denominational schools to furnish the young 
men who shall prepare for the ministry. 

We are pleased to note the cheering reports of the work being done at 
Midland College, as presented by our Synodical Trustees. We are also grati- 
fied at the number and character of the students in our Western Theological 
Seminary. Twenty-two young men were in attendance last year, three of 
whom graduated in May. One will be ordained and three licensed at this 
convention of Synod. A goodly number now in Midland College have the 
ministry in view. We have cause for rejoicing over the splendid results attained 
in both these institutions. 

The problems that confront us, however, demand 4 v vigorous support of both 
—— een There should be a concerted effort to 
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increase the number of students at the college and of young men for the 
ministry. The resolution of this Synod respecting prayer for the ministry is 
in keeping with this suggestion. The pastors should aid the college authori- 
ties in and encourage them to every legitimate effort for bringing the merits of 
our school to the attention of the public. We should not be satisfied with 
getting the children of the Church alone ; we should do more to get a foot- 
hold in the High Schools of the State. 

We need money. Our people should liberally support these schools. The 
Twentieth Century One Million Dollar Fund, inaugurated by the General 
Synod, is a move in the right direction. We should give it our vigorous sup- 
port.

WHEREAS, One of the gravest problems of the Church has always been an 
adequate and efficient ministry of the Word, and now more than ever; there- 
fore, 

Resolved, That, as ministers of the Kansas Synod, we do hereby enter into 
covenant with each other to pray more earnestly for each other than ever before 
that the blessing of God may rest more abundantly upon our labors in our 
several pastorates. We also pledge ourselves to make it a special subject of 
prayer and labor that God will send more laborers into the harvest; that we 
preach upon this subject in the near future, and that we make more diligent 
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and ptayerful search after such young men in our churches as may seem fit for 
the ministry. 

Resolved, That we deeply deplore the increasing number of divorces ; that 
we commend the effort to secure a common divorce law for all our States, and 
that jn the near future all of our ministers be requested to preach upon the 
Sanctity of the Home. 

Resolved, That the degree of corruption in public officials, brought to light 
in both national and State affairs, is an occasion for our gravest concern ; that 
all who are engaged in exposing and correcting this condition have our heartiest 
endorsement, and that as Christian citizens we do all within our power and 
consisient 
abiding men ſor public office. 

Resolved, That we express our anxiety over the strained relations between 
labor and capital, employe and employer, and that we seek to emphasize the 
fact in our preaching ; that God is no respecter of persons, but is the Father 
of us all, and the Church is our common spiritual home. 

Resolved, That, in the growing commercial spirit of our day, we have a dire 
enemy to the spiritual life of the Church and her institutions, and that we 
pray God to help us stem the tide of this encroaching evil and to cultivate a 
stronger spiritual vitality among our people. 

Resolved, That in view of this mighty conquest against these sins of the 
world we give ourselves to more diligent and importunate prayer for a deeper

President’s Address. 

Dear Sisters and Friends Once more we assemble in convention. Once 
more we are permitted to gather together in the interest of the cause of 
missions and look into the faces of those grown dear to us through association 
in this work. 2 and 
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mingle with our plans for the spread of the Gospel, the rene wal of old ties of 
friendship and the formation of new ones. 

With each returning convention we are reminded anew of the fact that the 
rapidly revolving years produce many changes. I have been much impressed 
with this thought throughout the year, for of those who labored with us ten 
or twelve years ago many are now actively at work in other fields and amid 
different associations, and some have been transferred to the heavenly king- 
dom. New workers have arisen whom we are all glad to know, and we hope 
their number may be vastly multiplied, but nevertheless we do not forget the 
old friends, and to-day we lovingly recall and remember them and perhaps 
dash away a tear because life is so full of changes and separations. But all 
the old-time friends are not gone—there yet remain as interested workers 
some of the charter members of the organization, and others who have long 
been faithful members of the Kansas Synodical Society. We trust their faces 
may be seen at many future conventions, and that they will continue to aid 
and strengthen this organization by their active interest and prayers for yet 


many years. 
THE GENERAL SOCIETY. 


The work of the General Society is in a prosperous condition. The last 
good news received was that a young woman of excellent qualifications had 
been appointed as a new medical missionary to India, and would soon sail for 
that far-away land and give the benefit of her skill and knowledge to our 
hospital work, although she is of another denomination. This is a beautiful 
illustration of Christian unity and co-operation. At the Pittsburg Convention 
the reports made all indicate progress. The special objects in the home-field, 
or our home missionary work, have been faithfully supported by the societies 
and are all reported favorably. The work in the foreign field is full of grati- 
fying success and enlargement. Sickness and death have not depleted the 
ranks of our missionary force of late—and for this blessing we are all truly 
grateful. 

The work is growing so rapidly that it has become necessary to map out 
large plans for future operations. In order that each phase of the work may 
receive the attention it requires, departments have been created and Secre- 
taries appointed. These departments are five in number, and embrace the dif- 
ferent lines of activity through which advancement and enlargement of the 
work must come. Each Synodical Society is expected to appoint a Secretary 
for each one of these departments, and each Auxiliary likewise. 

The literature provided by the General Literature Committee is not as freely 
used as it should be. If there was more reading and studying done there 
would be greater interest in the work. The circular letter recently sent out 
by the committee, a copy of which you have received, should be given prayer- 
ful attention and the suggestions it contains followed. The Missionary 
Journal should be in every home in the Church, at least in every home which 
contains a member of the Missionary Society, and read from cover to cover. 
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It is an excellent plan to have different members of the society review the 
Journa/ at the monthly meeting. 


THE SYNODICAL WORK. | 

The year just passed—what shall we say of its record in our own Synodical 
work? Shall we call it good and be content, or shall we say it is good, but 
we can do better? In looking over the reports I find both encouraging and 
discouraging features in our work. Taken as a whole, the amount of money 
given is slightly in excess of that of a year ago—this'js due to the increased 
amount given by a few and the contributions from our new societies. It is 
commendable to have done so well in this year of disastrous floods and dire 
distress in our State. 

In some of the Auxiliaries marked progress is noticeable, in others a little 
falling off is apparent. Various causes and circumstances effect these changes 
in our local organizations, but it is not wise to conclude that matters must 
remain as they are if they are not satisfactory. I trust we may none of us 
have that spirit which is easily satisfied and content if only enough attention is 
given to the monthly meeting to insure its being held and some kind of a pro- 
gramme rendered. We don’t get good results in any line of work without 
previous thought and 3 

Let us set for ourselves high ideals in our Christian service and strive 
to attain them. The little bands of women who compose our Auxiliary 
Societies may be and should be centres of religious influence and life. The 
meetings should be of such a character that those attending will return to 
their homes strengthened for better service and interested more deeply in the 
cause of missions. 

I am pleased to report a gain in the number of Auxiliary Societies. At 
Oklahoma City, Okla., Hanover, and Salina, we have new organizations. In 
Oklahoma City they organized in February last. Your President was fortu- 
nately able to be with those good people on the day of organization. It would 
be very helpful to our work if someone could visit and encourage the various 
societies and help in arousing and keeping up an interest in our work. Han- 
over bears the proud distinction of having the largest list of active members of 
any woman’s society on our list. | 

At Salina, the Young People’s Society of Christian Endeavor has complied 
with the constitutional requirements that makes them auxiliary to this body. 
These new societies are all warmly welcomed, and we trust they may continue 
The thank-offering for the past year is better than that of the previous 
year—being ten dollars more. Ten dollars, you say, isn’t much of an improve- 
ment? Well, that may be as one views it. Suppose, for instance, you 
should think of that ten dollars as 1,000 pennies and each penny representing 
# soul making an offering to the Lord for some gracious benefit, wouldn’t it 
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impress you with the feeling that it represented a multitude of mercies and was 
really a great gift and gain? Of one thing | feel assured. Our thank-offer- 
ings will not be reckoned in heaven by their amount in dollars and cents, but 
by the spirit and motive which prompted the offering. It seems to me that 
the money we give to missions by means of the thank-offering must receive a 
greater blessing than any other money we give, and will accomplish perhaps 
a more benign result. 

One of the discouraging features of our year’s work is the failure to raise 
the sum necessary to support a bed in the India Hospital. I know you will 
join with me in expressing regret over this circumstance. There js probably 
good reason for this failure. I am not willing to believe the cause is either 
indifference or on account of the removal to another State of our Treasurer, 
Mrs. J. W. Ball, who was obliged to resign her position. It was with much re- 
gret that her resignation was accepted. Miss Lena Korn, of the Kansas City 
Memorial Church, was appointed as her successor. She has received the 
reports of the last quarter and will present the Annual Report this morning. 

In closing, let me thank you all for kindly aid and co-operation in the work 
of the year. 


First Vice-President’s Report, Northeast Conference. 


It is with pleasure that we report a regularly organized Mission Band in the 
Sunday school at Atchison. While the primary department has for some 
years contributed to the work, they were not organized and did not hold 
meetings regularly. October 18th, 1903, is the date of organization.

What each individual shall return to the 
Giver of all is left for Him to determine. The Master saith : ‘‘ Unto whomso- 
ever much is given, of him shall be much required; and the apostle saith : 
It is accepted according to that a man hath, and not according to that he 
hath not. For an individual to render a thank-offering to Gad, 
to do so with consistent liberality and cheerfully is pleasing to Him, since 
we are assured that God loveth a cheerful giver ;’’ also that The liberal 
soul shall be made ſat. .
